"Hilt, to draw an illu.stralion, let na 
iiiias:iiii' a .^a.se liite tins : .\ii elilerl 
pentleimin who in vain ha.s eiiileavoroil 
t4i adjust himself into a eomfottably 
recumbent position on the rigid 8««ta 
of an orilifiiry passenffer I'ar. resolv<>.s 
t4i s|H'nil II few uollara in onler Vi re- 
eiiie a pioil night's rest. Well, he is 
eourleoualy shown an invitiiip berth in 
tile sleeper, wllllo a dusky porter eager- 
ly fxrabs the paaaenper's saeliel, ami 
prills eomphieently at the jiruspeetive 
lip. The feiitnros of tlio coniluctor, on 
tlio other liand, assume a strictly busi- 
neaa-liko cxproaalon, nithouph there 
mipht he reason tonuestion his intogri 
ty of purpose if one conUI only cat<ih 
IIIh stealthy planee. The fact is our 
frienil liiw eleareil tlie way fora 'knock' 
down faro' by overlooking the slight 
formality o( lasnlng a berth-ohock to 
the new passenger, and ho la now mod 
Itntinp tho problem whether every 
thinp is all riplit— a plirasu wliieli in 
his vocabulary tiguies as a synonym 
for a 'apottor' being in sight HoW' 
ever, the clover fellow has unfortunate 
ly faileil to oliserve the plercini^ eyes 
of a lietei'tive who is watcliing the 
whole Iransaction through a small 
opening in the curtain of an upper 
berth, and you hot ho will get him on 
the liat 

"Yon must understand the checking 
of a sleeper is a very complicateil affair, 
and the detective who escapes making 
Bomo sort ifl a blunder on a lung run 
has to be pretty well trained. Taking 
"a ooaeh with fourteen sections, making 
double tho number of berths, it may, 
however, aooommodate a considerably 
larger number of passengers, as each 
berth often is ouenpied by two persons. 
Bnt tho thing most likely to confuse a 
novice in our service Is whenever the 
pnmo berth is sohl twice during a single 
nlglit. A jiftssongor, for instance, 
leaves the train shortly after midnight, 
and another is directly afterwani 
turned into tho vacant berth, merely 
allowing the porter sulllciont time for 
elmnpinp sheets, etc. In eventmihlios 
of this kind it, depends lari^elyupon tho 
detective's faculty of familiarizing liim- 
aclf with the features of eaoli iiassunger, 
and thus at a glance observe any change 
or augmentatmu of the total number, 

"The life a railroad detective is not 
a very enviable ono, I can assure yon. 
He is liired on the express condition 
that lustruotions, however repulsive to 
U* obaraoter, must be striotlr eom- 
BUadvitl). ratthenaora. In ua no 



abiding tilare whatever. The tntcre»t 
ot the sbrvice rei|iiires a coKtlniiooa 
shifting around with the men from one 
road to another In order to reduce aa 
much as possible the ohanoes of attract- 
ing Busnieion by the sonductors and 
railroail employes in penoriU. It it 
thus a usual thin;; for a spotter to travel 
tliriiiiph every Slate in the Union in tha 
course of a few nioiillis, and his work 
Is really harder than most people would 
'mairine. Naturally ho nmsl aHsnnie 
lilViTeiil roles to mnet any eim r^renej 
and throw olf siLspicion. 'Vou lliid biiu 
posing as a land speculator, insiirnncf 
agent, merchant, missionary, gambler, 
newspaper man or politician, all ac- 
rding to the particular job on linnd 
and the character of the section through 
which he travels. 

The general course is to assign on« 
agent to eacli car, thus checking every 
passenger, but the entire registration 
must lie dune mentally. Tile art con- 
ists in evineiiig llie least possible con- 
cern, and the spelter should aj^vnys 
have a straight story to tell when lie 
engages In conversation with other 
possengera or "pals" of the eomlnctor. 
At the end of each trip the di tei tive 
makes ont an elaborate report covering 
certain ear and sends it to beaf 
quarters; whore it iaeomparcd with the 
conductor's balance slieet. Tlie spotter 
is freipienlly inslriiiled U> pay ea.sli 
fares liiniHelf, and the most conclusive 
proof is (Ivrivod by holding ont tlie 
icmpting bait in such a manner as to 
eutrap the eonduetor. When tho evi- 
dence Is found to bo of a very dam- 
aging character nil foriualitiea are dis- 
pensed with and his walking papers 
served at onoe. Nevertheless there 
are Home shrewd oonductora who man 



age t<i delude detection in spite of all 
vigilaiiee. They po.sscss a sort of in- 
Inilivetaet tliroii'.;li which llie pri'.M'iiee 
f a so-called Hawkshaw is revealed. 
Tlie conductors, witlunit exception, en. 
lerlain a bitter hatred to the detective 
service, and in this age ol dynamite iii 
an agi'iit ot redivsi tor supposed griev- 
aneus it is rather surprising that no at- 
tempt has so far been ininle to blow up 
the S|>olter lieadipiarUirs. Vengoance 
has. though, been exi eiiled on several 
of our men ont in the Territories, 
where the public, a.s a rule, is in syin 
latliy with thu conductors, and reloicea 
in the s|)ort of hunting down an awk' 
ward spotter, 

"A favorite scheino with the oon- 
ductora is iicciLsiiinally to turn In a fare 
or Iw* in ux ess ikt the number really 
Heeled, for tlie piirposj of creating 
an impression upon the company tliat 
till' spotter's ri'iiort is nnlnistworliiy 
al all tir.ii's. N'lW and then the tr.lin 
i'iii[iliiu's suspect an entirely iniioei'nt 
pi rson, and it is amusing to ueliold the 
|iiiz;led mien o( such a piussoiiger when 
he encounters tho atrange looks be 
stowed iipim him by eondiielor aid 
porter. The niiilnal inleie.^t i vi.-.ting 
iietween these functionaries tenda to 
overcome rnoo prejndlco, and eomiu- 
ijiiently they are both on the 
nicrt to get on the track ol 
their aworn encmica. One way, prao 
ticod with a view t) extending a secret 
warning to colleagues on the dill'erent 
lines, is to cut a unteli in the heel of 
the supposed aiiuttjir's shoes while the 
porter ostensibly subjects them to a 
lirsl-class shiiic. Idontilieation is liy 
this and otln r dcvici - iiiadc ipiite eajiy 
and the further use of the shown up 
tietective is seriously impaired. 

"The unwary traveler on cnti ring 
palace sli'i'|iiMir-car is likely to biHiome 
inipres-i'il w ith the notion that an air 
of ilisUiiguisliud reaueuUibility is 
vailing every Tisiolo objoal 
Whetner ho may cherish this Idea to 
thu end of his journey, oven ifl tase the 
passengers are somewhat riifxed. de- 
jiends largely upon the condiietor's 
talent to manage each party In defer- 
oncu to their particular wants. Sliady 
individuals, profciwiuiial gamblers, etc., 
arc, of course, not permitted t«i operate 
upon the trains, lint a smart o ndurtor 
can arrange siieli things lio suit al) 
parties eouceriied wlien he la decently 
reoumpensed, and, consequeMly, you 
might make an iiitcrcstinz sl.i;Iy In tho 
dubious art of liigli-staked ioker it 
you happen to drop into the (niuking- 
saloon of a sleeper after eleven. ]i. m. 

"The professional spotter h»l to keep 
an eye on all transactions of I his kind, 
and his report affords frequently some 
very siiiey reading. There are, "iosides, 
a niiinlicr of other duties he i.^* |.,'i|uired 
to perfnrni. sueli as ohserving whether 
all tickets and uliucks are properly can- 
celed, noting the condition of oar and 
closets, paymg attention to the oondnol 
of train emphiyes— if they should ileep, 
drink or smoke or use profane laiigeago 
on duty. • Soiiietiiues it is next lu iiu- 
possilde to catch a conductor, although 
suspicion rests upon him, and a deteet- 
i> is then put on to shadow tho roan 
ill oi'di r to learn his habits, compan- 
ions and general conduct in private lifo. 
Through this aourco yvry valuable te»- 
timony Is often procured and eircum- 
stantial evidence furnished, sliowiiij^ 
the suspected party is adissolutc fellow, 
spending much more than liis salary 
Would justify at the guiiibler's den or 
in dissipation. Yes, the spotter system 
is a big thing, and von ean't afford to 
dispense with It as long as sordid greed 
for money remi.ins the pivot of human 
nature."— -V. T. II, r :l,l. 
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REIMARKABLE RUINS. 

tllMcovory uf l'rf«liUtorlc Ruins In the St»t< 
111 Suiiorn, Alotluo. 

Tliii ( 'liiliuahua (Mi'xli'ii) KnIfrpriH 
reports tin' liis'.'overy of some remark- 
alile aneieiil ruins on a hill or iinmiilaiu 
four leagues south of iMagilalena, iu 
Soiioni. The hill is aliout iiK) feet high, 
and half way up there is a layer ol 
gypsum, wliieh is as white as snow, and 
iii.'iy iK'i'ut into any ooncoivablo sliapo, 
yot sullieienlly hard to retain its shape 
after being eut. In this layer of stone 
are cut hundreds upon hundreds ol 
rooms from (ixlO to 16x18 feet squaro. 
So even and true are the walls, lloor 
and ceiling, so plumb and level as Ui 
defy variation. There are no windows 
in the rooms and but ono entrance, 
which is Mways from the top. The 
rooms are hut eight feet high from llooi 
Io ceiling, the stone is so white that 11 
seems almost traatparent, and the rooms 
are not at all dark. On the walls ol 
these rooms arc numerous hierop;lyph- 
icsand representations of human beingi 
cut in stone in different places; but, 
strange to say, all the hands iiave five 
lingers and a thumb, and the feet havt 
six toes. Charcoal is found on thj 
lloor of many of the rooms; implenienti 
of every description are to be found 
Tho houses or rooms are one al.'>.ve, th, 
other to three or four stories liigh, bill 
between each story there Is a joe oi 
recess the full width of tho room boTow 
so that they present the appearance o* 
large steps leading np the mountain.

An inch-thick cover 
liiin been litlcd over the opening so 
cleverly and .sealed with «<> mneh care 
that de'li'Clion, other tiian accidental, 
was liardW possible. Tho treasure had 
been confined in a home-knit woolen 
stocking, and as the saw cutofl'the toe. 
a part of the contents was discharged. 

The value of the deposit, though ro- 
porlod to ,be considerable, was not 
made pumie. The money was probably 
hidden away a niiinlier of years ago, a« 
speoiniens of llir> c, live, ten, twunly- 
Hve and tifty cent scrip, nicely folded 
up in a piece of writing paptMr, wore 
among the contents. Not a line indi- 
cated tho ownorshij). The ijuesUon of 
possession is consequently divided aa to 
whether It should go to the workman 
wlio discovered it, the owner of th* 
tiiiibor, or tho county. The linderpiob- 
ably inclines to tho first luggottkUl.- 
BeStnOfy AtntrtMK. 



THE OAT CROP. 



t,e, 



II Can Be Bultixl to FarfMUoD Ui tha 
kluunlHln Keglona of tha South. 

Thu earth was given to man as an in- 
heritance which ho was to siibdiin and 
to cultivate. The word subdue implies 
antagonism, and this related to soil and 
climate both. The soil is given to weeds 
in preference, naturally, lo iwcful jilants, 
and the most valuable crops have to 
contend with unfavorable climatic con- 
ditions. The farmer has to meet and 
contend with and vanmilsh most of 
these difficulties, and in this respect the 
oat crop gives him more trouble than al- 
most any otiier, for it is [loorly 
•idapted to tho American climate, and 
yet it is ono of tho most valuable to the 
farmer. In its moat favorable climate 
and soil the oat vies with barley in 
wei^jht and substance andsnrpa.-wes it in 
yield. Ill Ireland and .Scotland, nheru 
tlie climate is cool and the summers are 
long, giving a lengthened sei^aon of 
growth, and where the rainfall is large 
and continuons, this grain grows to per- 
fection, reaching a weight of fifty 
pounds to the measured bushel and a 
yield of eighty bushels to the acre. Be- 
sides this, it« vigor of growth and its 
hardiness are siieli that it retains this 
weight and yield in our adverse climate 
for at least one or two years, and for 
longer when it is grown under thu most 
favorable ciroumsianccs. It is llins ono 
of tho best grains (or the farmer to ex- 
pend his care and skill liiwn, because it 
IS one of the most valuableorops beoan 
produce. 

As regards soil the ont is by no menus 
exacting. It doas bt-st upon a cool, 
moist, Handy loam. Imt it will thrive 
upon clay soils il the.se are well pre- 
pared for It It pays well for liberal 
manuring, and thrives beat with a com- 
post In vrhich decayed vogctable matter 
IS abundant or in fall-plowed sod 
ground. It does well on peaty soils and 
uowly-rcolaimed meadow land. But it 
must bt sown early in the spring or It 
will (all to make a satisfactory crop, 
and this is the ])oiut to which attention 
should be ili reeled. Early sowing is re- 
quired for two reasons. " (bie is lo se- 
cure the longest possible growing season 
ncwssary for the proi>er development 
Ol the plaiil, and the other is to afford 
the requisite coolness as far as .possible. 
It is Impossible to sow oals early enough 
lo get a goo'l crop on s]iiiiig-plowi'il 
land. The land should be plowed Id tho 
(ail and put In the right condition for 
seetling, as If it were tobesown at onoe. 
This is to leave the furrows as Ihey have 
been turned as even and regular us 
possible. In the spring the seed may 
40WU directly upon the soil so left as 
)ou as the upper (our inohca are free 
from frost and are dry. This generally 
happens in March in tho Northern 
Stat4!s and in February in the South. .\ 
harrowing, or working with a eiilli- 
vator, which does llio liest work, 
across tho furrows covers the 
seed deeply and evenly, and the 
dun's warmth above and the cool- 
ness below furnish precisely the I 
conditions for Ihe sncccssfiil growUi uf 
the young plants. I( this golden op- 
portunity is lost the sowing will bo de- 
layed a month or more, for the soil will 
be too wcl and S'dt when thu froit hius 
entirely gone, or rains will occur, or the 
land willbe too dry to insure germina- 
tion soon enough to get the ^ncBt of 
the coolest weather, and our suddon 
American summer, leaping from tho 
lap of winter without any Intervening 
spring, gives !,ii opportunity for tliis 

frain to make its reqnlsito slow growth, 
ho cxcossivo heal following a Inle 
season brings on rust, or if the plant es- 
capes lilils danger Ihe dryness and the 
(orci'il rajiid growth prevent the tilling 
of the grain, which is then light ana 
chaffy. Ibis is especially UMiooablc 
in the Southern States, where witb suit 
able mniiagenient thi.s crop miirht be 
grown Willi much success, but where 11 
rarely jiroduces grain of more than 
twenly-rive pounSi to the bushel undei 
tlie prevailing method of growing it, 
which is to sow it in the Ml andsubjoot 
it lo all the ilisailvaiitoges Of an open 
Southern winter. 

Wo have known a crop ot spring-sown 
Scotch oats, the seed imported weighing 
fifty-one pounds to tho measured Dush- 
el, to produce more than seventy bush- 
els to the acre, measured, and the grain 
weighed forty-eight pounds to the bush- 
el. This seed was sown in Februarj 
against the urgent remonstrances of u 
neighboring farmer, who averred thai 
sprmp-sown oats could never make a 
crop in the South. The oaU. were en- 
tirely free from rnat except in a small 
portion of the lield (or wblob no manure 
could be procured. Heretho straw stood 
eighteen inches high only, while on the 
rest of the lield it was live to six feet in 
height, and some of thu heads were 
twenty inches In length. Indeed, the 
mountain region o( the South Is pecu- 
liarly well adapted for growing oats to 
perfection. be<'ause of the early sowing 
possible and the long, cool, growing 
season, and this large and favored dis- 
trict might easily be made the granary 
(or this crop (or the South States, and 
produco seed equal to tho best that is 
imported i( the farmers there would 
turn their attention lo it 

Ono necessity for this crop Is a well- 
manured soil. It is supposea to be easy 
on tho land, and so Is made to (ollow 
'com In the common rotation. But a 
crop which contains two per cent, of 
nitrogen and the ash ol which has six- 
teen per cent. o( potash and twenty-om 
per cent o( phosphoric acid, and Is 
thoroiore two-thirds as exhaustive o( tho 
soil as so much wheat, can not justly be 
considered as ca-sy on the land. On the 
contrary, it is far too exacting In this 
respect to bo grown successfully after 
corn and without any manure, and 
with the very Inadeijuate and hurried 
preparation given to it lus a rule and the 
usual tardy sowing. This crop i.-- too 
valuable to bo slighted in the urovaiUng 
manner. It demands and will pay well 
(or the most careful cultivation and this 
should be based on an aeenrnte knowl- 
olge of its uaUiral habits and necessi- 
ties, and in addition to this the seed 
should \m most carefully selected.—

One of thu specialties of leather 
niaunfacturo in Osaka, Japan, is 
stamped leather. And, although mode 
in largo quantilies in Osaka, It Is 
chiefly sent to Trieste, Austria, to Ihi 
made np, as also to Vienna, where it is 
made into iiocket-books, portfolios, 
cigar cases and otiicr articles. At Toy- 
oiios is the largest leather manufactory 
in Osaka. Tliuse squares of stampeii 
leather are brought out In more than a 
hundred designs ot bugs, birds and 
lislies, covering the ground closely, 
each piece of leather Is'iiig about 
twenty-four Inches siiuare, and worth 
about tl.lO each. The larger pieces, 
which are stamped with elahorate de- 
signs in gold or colors, and designed 
for the foreign trade, arc much higlier, 
being worth from mu.OO to $15.00 
each, according to shte and quality. 
These are used (or wall decorations, 
and make very handsome panels. The 
dies used in making these stamps are 
quite costly, and the work is all done 
by hand. The stamping is done on 
hand presses, and the coloring and 
gildii)g is all done by hand. I'licsfl 
goods have bin'ome popular in this 
countrv. anil are earried in stock by 
all dealers ill fancy leather goods and 
stationery. — Wmtmi Stationer.

DRY SALTINQ. 

Adrle* That OaserrH tha Coiisldafatlon 
of Farmars and Oalrjrmeii. 

The man who thinks the subjoot of 
dairy thought and improvement ex- 
hausted Is wonderfully mistaken. Al- 
most every day some inquiring mind and 
patient hand is turning up to tlie ligiit 
some new truth or exposing some old 
error. At the dairy conventions for tho 
past year we we have heard eniisiilri a- 
ble (liseu.ssiiin un the injurious ellecLs of 
working dry salt into dry butter. Over 
tliirty years ago wiien tii'ere was but lit- 
tle if any ground dairv salt in use, wo 
remember that it wast)ni practice ot the 
bi*t butler makers in New York to roll 
common barrel salt with a rolling-pin 
on a table in order to make it lino 
enough tliat it would not injure tlio 
grain of the lintter in working. Wo 
liave noted a great many times s'inwi tlie 
injury the grain received salting and 
iinniediateiy working tlioreatter. Some 
people say tiiero is no such thing as 
grain in butter, but that it 
should Ixixallcsl Uixtiire. It niattors 
not wimt we call it so that we ail 
understand alike what is meant. It 
is, however, very desirable that butter 
.should have a clear, compact, firm grain 
or tc\tiire. On such a consistjiney dc- 
lieiiils it,s resistance t<i heat, the reten- 
tion of it.s llavor and its keeping (null- 
ities. Wii want butter to keep long 
enough so tliat a family of live persons 
can get to the lx)ttoin of a twenty-iiound 
lull witliout finding one-third of tho 
butter so badly off-flavor as to be worth- 
less for the table. Perfect grain slioulil 
be waxy and hardly grease a briglit 
steel knife in eiittiiig it. Such grain 
Hlinws skill and good judgment in every 
step of the way iu it<i working. It 
stands to reason then that the working 
of dry salt Into the best grained bultur 
in the world must have a grinding, dis- 
integrating i lh'ctonthe batter, making 
it salvy and oily, of loose rather than 
linn texture. It is for tho purpos.^ .if 
avoiding tlio injury from overworkin 
that tlie granular "sy.stem of churning 
has Ijcon ailopted. Uniler no circiim 
stances, liowever, should dry salt bo 
worked into butter.— JSCood's Daityman. 



Il frcipicntly liappi'iis that visitors 
to new spaiier otliccs do and say things 
wliich are iiiipropcr, rude, and an- 
noying.

If 
you wish tu examine tlio type say so 
to the priiiler, and lie will be glad to 
stop his work and empty Ihe case 
out oil the editor's tabic, where you 
can sit iu Ids chair and cxaniiuu tlie 
type at your leisure. Never mind 

Suiting back tlie type tbo printer can 
o that afloryou get through. 
Don't read the proof sheets, clip- 
pings i,r iiiaiiiis' ripl. If you want to 
know w hat is going to appear in Ihe 
next paper, ask Ihe editor to read it 
aloud to you. He has plenty oi lliiio, 
aud will he grateful 10 yuu for the 
chance to i|uit his work and enter 
lain yon. If you want to look over 
the cash book, make the editor go 
and gel it fur yuu. 

Never ask for a sample copy, but 
lake half a ilozen. 

Never spit tobacco juice on the 
floor ; always spit on the excliaiiges 
or on the walls, otherwise tiie editor 
will tliink yon are not acenslomcd lo 
a uowspapcr ollice. Make the odiiur 
feel that his proseuco does not anuoy 
you. 

Never ask for any old exchanges. 
Just help yourself to llie unopened 
ones for tlioy always eoutain iiinch 
later new* than Ihoie that have been 
opened. 

Ask the editor, if you are a perfect 
stranger to him, to supply you with 
a duplicate key lo liis post-ollico liox, 
so \oii can get liis papers regularly. 
If he is a geutleiuan lie will furnii,h 
you with a duplicate key without 
your asking, but some edttora are not 
gentlemen.

The plan of tilling seeds by soeds- 
cien bL'fore sending out is more and 
more appreciated. In fact, bt-fore or- 
dering the year's supply, seedsmen now 
geiierully test samples— at least tho 
better class of them do. It is no l.'ss 
cssontial that buyers l<;flt seeds Ix'fore 
(ihuiliiig. This is fairly accoiiipli.slied 
by placing the .seeds betwe«n folds of 
llnnnel or blotting-paper, and keeping 
them moist and at a temperature ol 
sixty-live lo seventy degrees Fahronheit. 

Fur ttstinj' seeds in a large and crit- 
ical way, however, many diirercnl 
plana have boon devised. I'erlmps tlio 
most complete, insaring proptT warmth 
and at the same time constant moistuns 
is that of a prominent seed firm of 
lOiiglaiid. It may easily be appfied hi 
the teMiiig iif seeils oil the farm, whore 
a considcrahie number of samples is in- 
quired to be tested. The arrangement 
consists of a wooden frame with sloping 
glass ('<iver. inside of wiiicii is fixed a 
shallow tank of water. In this tank are 
placed bricks of the ordinary size and 
of a porous natare, the surfaces of 
whieh stand well above the water, 
but in a position to absorb anllicient 
moistnro to cause germination; and on 
theso bricks tho seeds being tested are 
laid. 

Tho surfaces of tlie bricks are divided 
into spaces snfTicieiit to contain ono 
test of from two hiindn d to tlirec huB- 
drcii seeds, iiiul niiniljered for the suko 
of iieciiracy in registration. The t<;m- 
pcraliirn is kept at about .sevoiity do 
grws Fahrenheit, and at this point tests 
of clovers and some of the grass seeds 
can 1)0 complet<'d in from two to thruo 
days. Its ndvanfages arc that sceda 
can bo watched iu the actual process 
of germination, and noiKgemunating 
seeds examined for the cause. The 
earn: witli which a humid atmoaphen 
and even temperature can be obtained 
and preserved when the bricks nroonce 
beatcd is apparenL The regular sup- 
ply of the exact amount of moiatur) 
without its having to bo applied by 
band at almost liaphazard, as in the 
coao ot testa in soil, and speed, oo- 
curacy and simplicity in working, are 
also apparent.
